In the meantime, the prisoners appeared to 
have walked round the Island and on ‘the 
Thursday arrived at a village close to Capsui- 
mun, where after obtaining some rite and 
tobacco, they attempted to steal a boat and get 
away. The fishermen, however, chased them 
and brought then? back and later on the three 
were arrested by the police. Upon Hogmann’ 
was found a small mirror which had been stolen 
from the sampan, The bodies of the woman 
‘and child were afterwards washed ashore and 
‘identified, In conclusion Counsel said the.

satisfaction, that a bestial coolie had been that 
day sentenced to imprisonment for the term of 
his natural life, by the Chief Justice, Sir Henry 
Berkeley, for a crime that was deserving 
almost of capital punishment.

The younger victim is so ill that at is

longer being intimidatcd, but gently encourag- 
ed to tell the whole painful truth aboul this 
matter. These cases expose a lamentable state 
of affairs, as it reveals how much of this crime 
against children must be going on, when tittle 
European childien can be intimidated into 
submitting to constantly recurring outrages, 
without ever breathing a word to their mothers 
or guardians as to what is happening to them,
